FIVE AX VICTIMS 
IN ASHES OF ONE 
TENNESSEE HOME 


Bristol, Tenn., Nov. 26.—James W. 
Smith, 56, a grocer, his wife, their 2 
year old daughter Ruby, and their 
niece, Mrs. Delline Burchfield and her 
son, Charles, 13, were murdered here 
early this morning and the house in 
which they lived burned. 

Ben Burchfield, 41, husband of the 
murdered woman, was arrested at 
Johnson City. He protests his inno 
cence, but officers say his shirt and 
trousers were covered with blood. 

The crime was discovered abheut 4 
o’clock this morning when the fire de- 
partment was called to the combina- 
tion residence and grocery store of 
Smith on State street. When the 
flames had been extinguished the 
charred bodies of the five were found 
in the ruins of the structure. They 
evidently had been beaten to death 
with an ax and the house set afire. 

Burchfield and his wife had been 
separated, and he is said to have made 
threats against her. |

THANKSGIVING 
FURKEYS SLUMP 
TO 35-45 CENTS 


Arrival of several carloads of choice 
dressed turkeys in Chicago yesterday 
afternoon precipitated a sudden drop 
in the price asked for the birds and 
Placed them within the reach of many 
persons who had practically abandoned 


the idea of serving turkey on Thanks- 
giving. 

The price, as announced by com- 
mission merchants and butchers hav- 
ing the birds on hand, will range from 
35 to 45 cents per pound. These prices 
are said to average 15 cents lower than 
those paid up to the present’and a few 
cents lower than the price of last year. 

Hundreds of butchers spent the 
week-end in the country, buying tur- 
keys and ducks for the market here. 
There has been a noticeable shortage 
of “fowls in commission houses this 
fadl, due, it is said, to large demands 
made by merchants in the east. 

South Water street merchants have 
been asking 55 and 60 cents per pownd 
for turkeys this season. This is said 
to be the highest on record, except 
possibly during the war. Chickens and 
ducks, consequently, have been con-

Aviation Brings Isles Too 
Near to Panama. 


BY GEN. HENRY J. REILLY. 

[Editor of the Army and Navy Journal.) 

Aviation, through the means which 
't furnishes to conduct attack from a 
direction, which, until its development, 
could be left entirely unguarded, has 
imrtoduced a new factor in all plans 
of defense. 

While aviation undoubtedly. will 
cause considerable modification in the 


methods used by armies on land and| 


navies floating on the sea; instead of 
simplifying war by eliminating any of 
the general methods now pursued, it 
only serves to complicate them by 
adding oné more vital factor to every 
strategical and tactica} problem. 

It has, above all, added to the diffi- 
culties of defending a relatively small 
definite object, such as the Panama 
canal. 


Could Easily Destroy Canal. 

‘In the event of war with any enemy 
to whose irter¢st it would be to stop 
free communi n by sea between 
our Atlantic and Pacific seaboards, the 
temporary destruction of the canal in 
the earliest stages of the war would 
be of the greatest importance. ' This, of 
course, could best be accomplished by 
blowing in one or more of the locks, 
which, in spite of the variovs precau- 
tions which have been taken. are sus- 
ceptible to great damage from either 
high explosive shells or bornbs. 

Shells would have to come either 
from ships which could get close 
enough, or enemies’ guns plated within 
range on land. lJEither course would 

“necessitate the sending of a consider- 
able expedition and the lapse of a 
certain period of time ‘before ap at- 


' tack could be made. 


Aviation bombers,are steadily in- 
creasing in size, which means in bomb 
and fuel carrying capacity and in 
speed, which means in radius of. ac- 
tion, or the distance to, which they 
‘can fly and return without having to 
land. 


Rapid Strides of Aviation. 

Almost every week the daily papers 
tell of a long distance flight record 
and the number of hours continuously 
Spent in the air. When the 1914 rec- 
ords of these two things are compared 
with the records of today, only eight 
years later, the development is seen 
to be truly a and to fore- 
shadow performances within the next 
few years whi will make the dis- 
tance of 1,100 miles from the Galapa- 
gos islands to Panama, the 550 from 
Kingston to Panama, the 600 from 
Curacao to Panama, the 1,200 from 
Martinique to Panama, and even the 
1,600 from Bermuda to Panama, dis- 
tances so easily negotiated that there 
will be no question at all as to the 
ability of bombing machines sent from 
any of these islands to reach the Pan- 
ama canal, sprinkle it; with bombs, 
and return ut the slightest 
thought of having .to land, except in 
case of accident. . 

Undoubtedly anti-aircraft guns and 
machine guns present on the ground 
serve to keep fiyers at a considerable 
height and thus materially lessen the 
accuracy with which bombs can be 


dropped. There can be no doubt that | 


in the recent war the use of such 
Weapons materially decreased the dam- 
age done by bombing. 

‘On the other hand, even with the 
present relatively inefficient planes of

PROHIBITION AND RESPECT 
FOR LAW. 


‘The attithde of a laf¢e:body of the American 
people toward prohibition and the Volstead act is 
‘giving President Harding much concern. It is an- 


‘nounced that he and his cabinet are alarmed by, 


widespread vidiations of thé enforeement act and by 
the moral condoning of such lawlessness. The Pres- 
ident fears that the respect for all law will be weak 
ened to the great injury of thé nation. There is 
that danger, although it is dt eo great in fact as it 
might seem in theory. 

. Vice President Coolidge, speaking of regulation 
by law in general and not of liquor prohiljtion spe- 
Cifically, says: “ Reform does not begin with a law; 
it ends with a law.” That applies with particular 
truth to the liquor situation. 

" "Phe great body of law affecting life in this coun- 
try resta upon thé almost unanimous consent of the 
people. It represents the experience of mankind, 
the essential needsof human life, and the will of 
“the people. We doubt if a majority of crooks would 
. vote for the repeal of laws protecting property and 
‘fe. They try to beat the law, but they know that 
fodiety could not exist without it and that they who 
live by violating law could not live without it. 
~ No such consent backs the Volstead act. In 
‘Many states it is opposed by the majority of citizens 


and in others it is indorsed by a small majority. 


dn. the recent elections Ohio voted against modifica- 
‘fioh of the Voistead act by $98,000 to 710,000. There 
“is a majority for strict and complete prohibition 
shown in that vote, but it is a small majority to 
d regulation of habit upon so large a body of 

p which resents it. A sensible prohibition- 


_ fet would hardly way that the slim majority repre- 
, Sents the margin of virtue over vice. The United 


_ Btates would exist only a short time if that were the 
“'@alifornia voted for enforcement, 407,900 to 378,- 
300, again a majority which did not represent over- 
: ng opinion. The minority is a large section 
of the citizenship which resents the imposition of 
prohibition. . 

These were the conspicuous wins for strict en- 
forcement. The defeats were more conspicuous. 
They were in Illindis, New York, New Jersey, and 
Massachusetts. Reform did not precede the law. 
7% began with the law, not in all states but in many. 
lam Allen White says that Kansas does not 

a prohibition law: Thtre the law is the per- 

fect end of a reform. It ‘s the will of the people. 
Tt i not the will of the people in New York, New 

, Illinois, and many other states. 

“Where it is not the will of the people they dissent 
@nd do not comply, Many of them fee! that there 
as been an attack upon their freedom of conscience 
and their right of persona] decision, and they feel 

‘that this attack is a serious offense against Ameri- 

/@an principles. Law has ho moral sanction when it 
ereates such a situation. — 

‘Disregard of law did not begin with the attitude 

_et people toward the Volstead act. In Illinois the 
dys do not want Chicago to have additional repre- 
sentation in the legislature. They believe that would 
Mean additional wet votes. If the legislature obeyed 
the law it would redistrict the state. If it did so 
@hicago would have more districts and more votes. 
It is mandatory upon the legislature to redistrict 
after every federal census. That is one of the man- 
dates which the members of the legislature swear 
to obey when they take the oath of office. 

“Phere has been no obedience of this mandate 
since the census of 1900. Men have taken the oath 
of office knowing that they intended to violate it 
and were perjuring themsel¥es in swearing that 
they would uphold the constitution. The active pro- 
hibitionists of the state concur in this, although this 
violation of law deprives people of the representa- 
tion which is theirs by the highést right. 

Law makers must have some respect for law 
themselves. It must not violate fundamental prin- 
ciples. That is the beginning of trouble.

AMERICA AND 
REPARATIONS POLICY. 


In his first speech to the reichstag the new chan- 
cellor of Germany affirms as his policy that since 
Germany lost the war she must pay to the limit of 
her capacity. — | 

Herr Cuno, naturally enough, thus puts obedience 
to allied’: demands upon the grounds of necessity 
and not upon that of justice. Responsibility for 
the war, he remarks, is in the foreground of the 
question of reparations, and a just judgment would 
be welcome to the government; yet it is begause 
Germany lost the war that she must pay to the 
limit, of her ability. 

The victors admit no question as to Germany’s 
responsibility for the war, and Hert Cuno, we think, 
is right in his theory@that America’s aid for the 
solution of the reparations problem cannot be hoped 
for unless Germany makes sincere and persistent 
efforts to pay up to her capacity to pay. 

Up to—not beyond. It is not inopportune to 
make this clear. Herr Cuno has spoken in Berlin. 
M. Clemenceau at the same time is speaking in 
America. He had announced he would be frank 
with us, and we were giad to hear it. It is fair that 
we should be frank with him. Presumably he 
wants to know what we think, and if he will go 
beyond the partisanism and the friendly enthusiasm 
of hospitality with which his days have been filled 
he will learn that American opinion makes a clear 
distingtion between pressure for payment within 
Germany's capacity and pressure applied beyond 
that point with the purpose of keeping Germany 
prostrate. 

Pressure for reparation is one thing. Pressure 
for destruction ts quite another. The former can 
be and ought to be controlled by common sense and 
ascertained facts; in other words, by the good judg- 
ment which prevents a creditor from ruining a 


. 
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doing he can enable the debtor to get to his feet and 
therefore recover responsibility for payment. 

But pressure not: for the purpose of compelling 
Germany to pay what she is able to pay but for 
the purpose of compelling her to pay what she 
cannot pay would be pressure for an ulterior pur- 
pose which America would not assist. It is not the 
American people's interest that the German eco- 
nomic, social, and national structure should be torn 
apart or hopelessly broken down by overstrain. 
Our interest is in the restoration of order, produc- 
tivity, and progress throughout central Europe. 
We want Germany to recover solvency, to regain 
industrial efficiency, to pay her just debts, aril to 
become oncé more a market for the products we 
have to sell her. , Any policy incompatible with that 


interest cannot hope for the sympathy, much less 
the aid, of the United States.

TRAPPERS BEGINNING TO GET S8sUSY. 


RAPPERS aré a busy bunch these 
days getting ready for the har- 
vest of fur, as each day the pelts 
are getting better and the time 

approaches when fur will be Al. Many 
fur gatherers make a mistake by set- 
ting out traps too early, taking pelts 
that are inferior, and then complain 
how the game never pays them. A de- 
lav of several weeks in the autumn: 
or early winter may often mean a good 
many more dollars in returns, as pelts 
will be of a better grade. 

Trapping in the middle west, where 
a fellow doesn’t have to cover such 
an immense amount of territory to get 
skunk, muskrats, and mink, is good 
fun. To be sure, it means work, but 
there is also plenty of sport in it. 
When it comes to trapping that would 
be real work for a white man, running 
a “line” with some of the northern In-., 
dians takes the prize. 

They. have to be out in the dead of 


winter when the temperature is any- 
where from 40 to 60 below. A dog team 
hauls their dried salmon or moose meat 
and their traps. These Indians may 
travel for several days before they 
reach their line. Camp is pitched in 
the snow. They put up a small tent 
for shelter and with a blanket or two 
camp out like you and I would pitch 
camp alongside of a stream in midsum- 
mer. 
~~ 

Most of the Indians carry along a4 
little .22 with which to kill rabbits 
grouse, or ptarmigan for food, and 
they usually plan to live off the coun- 
try for the most part. In this way 
the precious marten skins are gath- 
ered, also the mink and the lynx and 
fox. Deep snows, intense cold, hard 
traveling, sometimes not enough food 
—not much sport or romance in that 
kind of trapping. But that’s the way 
they get the fine furs in the Yukon.

The grain trade faces a number of 
important conditions which present 
several cross currents. On one hand 
i* the effort being made by President 
Harding and the farm bloc as well as 
4 number of leaders in the grain trade 
to secure better prices for farmers 
through establishing of more ienient 
credits at home and abroad. The idea 
is to dispose of the surplus by giving 
buyers ir foreign countries a more 
extended time for payments, which 
ean probably be worked out through 
the War Finance corporation. 

The maintenance of prices on & level 


that would be equitable to both producer | 


and consumer is another important factor 
that has to be considered. It is well 
enough to help the producer, but at the 
game time it is not fair to rob the con- 
gumer by forcing him to pay unnecessa- 
rily high prices, while grain products are 
sold abroad at lower price levels than at 
home. 
Exchanges Help Farmers. 
While members of the farm bloc are 


anxious to have higher prices, they are) 


also preparing to legislate against the 
grain exchanges, which are the best 
friends of the farmer, affording an open 
market for his products at all times. 
They also give the consumer through the 
tillers and producers of food products 
generally, as well as the foreigner, a 
market in which unlimited supplies can 
be bought at all times on reasonable mar- 
gins. Exchanges have minimized the cost 
of handling grains. 
Wheat Siteation Interesting. 

The wheat situation presents unusually 
interesting features. Foreign needs are 
great and supplies are ample in leading 
exporting countries. Prices are at rea- 
sonable level and there is a large distri- 
bution going on. World’s shipments last 
week were 17,000,000 bu and are expected 
to equal that figure in the showing today. 
It is necessary to keep the shipments up 
to about this level for the balance of the 
season to supply European requirements. 

The Argentine crop is being harvested 
and new crop wheats are being offered 
abroad at somewhat lower prices than 
American, but there will be a demand for 
all the surplus in both countries. The 
Australian crop estimates have been cut 
down somewhat.
